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RfiDIO PART IN IT . . . 

FIQUFIRIUS H^owren’ W*’ THREI 


LAST time, I wrote about the raid we 
sulfered at Disley. This event became 
known as The Disley Disaster’ because 
it really should not have happened. We 
should have had more lookouts, been 
more alert but after several weeks of 
uneventful transmissions, it was easy to 
become complacent. 

As we’d lost some of the VHF gear, 
we decided that the next week’s 
broadcast would be on MW and there 
followed a series of medium wavers 
from various sites in the fields around 
Bramhall and Poynton. Then one 
Sunday in early Summer 1974, we 
made a big mistake - we went back to 
Parr’s Wood where we had been busted 
before. All went well for an hour or so 
and we had more than the usual number 
of lookouts. For some reason, a couple 
of us were near the transmitter 
(probably waiting to change cassettes) 
and 'Bongo Rock’ was playing. 
Suddenly, Frank came running towards 
us, frantically waving his arms and 
shouting. We couldn’t tell what he was 
saying but it was quite obvious what he 
was trying to tell us! I ripped the 
connections off the transmitter, picked it 
up and ran. Bob snatched the cassette 
player. About four of us went hurtling 
through the trees at the back end of the 
field, straight into a group of Gordon’s 
best plus a copper or two. Stuart, Bob 
and me went straight through them and 
headed for the bushy area beyond. One 
of the blokes had a camera and was 
snapping away as we appeared. I could 
feel the transmitter slipping out of my 
grasp (all my energy was being used up 
by my legs, which would not move fast 
enough), so as it fell. I launched it at the 
photographer. I think it landed on his 


foot! After all, I was rather cheesed off 
with these people. They were only 
doing their job but we were not doing 
any harm so why give us a hard time? 

There was a rugby match going on in 
the back field and as I ran toward the 
shelter of the bushes, I saw Pete (Barry 
Derv) legging it as fast as he could, right 
across the pitch, hotly pursued by a 
lanky policeman who was holding his 
helmet in place as he ran. Another thing 
I will never forget is that several people 
were hanging out of a block of flats 
nearby shouting "It’s a fair cop!” and "He 
went thatawayl" 

After what seemed like hours of slow 
motion running, I disappeared into the 
welcome cover of the bushes. I glanced 
back and saw that I was no longer being 
chased so I paused for a breather. A 
voice whispered "Andy, over here!’’ I 
followed the sound and discovered 
Stuart and Bob deep inside a clump of 
greenery. Bob was busy digging a hole 
in which to hide incriminating objects 
such as tapes, meters etc, just in case 
we were caught. 

We stayed put for quite a while, until 
we were sure that everyone had cleared 
off. We then made our way to Stockport 
town centre and then off to our homes. 
The telephones were busy that night 
with us all checking who had got nicked. 
It turned out that nobody had actually 
been stopped and no summonses were 
issued! 

Technical time - Mediumwave 
operators out there (are there any?) 
might be surprised by our use of VFOs 
(variable frequency oscillators) trans¬ 
mitter use. Nowadays with so many 
stations on the band, nearly every 
channel is occupied. 
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RADIO AQUARIUS . . MY PART IN IT 


This meant that to avoid hetrodynes, 
your transmitter has to be bang on 
frequency and It has got to stay there. 
Back in 1974 there were far fewer 
stations so as long as you didn’t start 
drifting all over the place, it didn’t matter 
so much. Actually, I became quite good 
(modestly!) at making very stable 
oscillators and we once ran a test to 
see just how good they were. A friend 
of Stuart's who owned a frequency 
counter, hooked it to his 
communications receiver and tuned in 
to our broadcast. Our announced 
channel was 1322 kHz and he 
measured our actual frequency as 
1321.8 kHz, just 200 Hz low. Not 
content with that, he tracked our signal 
as it drifted upwards, ending up just 100 
Hz high after four hours on the air. Not 
bad at all, bearing in mind the 
conditions under which the broadcasts 
were made. 

On with the story now . . . Around this 
time, we began doing the odd broadcast 
from ‘indoor' locations such as empty 
houses and the availability of mains 
power meant that we could use the 150 
watt transmitter that I had been quietly 
knocking up at home. Before I carry on, 
here is an important warning from our 
sponsors, the National Union of 
Housebreakers (!)... 

... I do not recommend or condone 
the Illegal entry of empty premises and I 
was always very uncomfortable when 
we did it. I did not mind getting busted 
for Free Radio offences but the empty 
house jobs always felt more like 
burglary, somehow more ‘criminal’. 

Anyway, this house was in south 
Manchester, probably Wilmslow and we 
managed to gain entry to the cellar by 
- er - ‘opening’ a door at the rear of the 
house. But the cellar was no good to 
us; we needed the top floor! There was 
no way up as the cellar steps had been 


closed off. Frank went to his car and 
came back with a huge brace and bit 
(we sometimes wondered what Frank 
got up to his spare time!), which we 
used to drill out a hole through the 
floorboards above us. We then climbed 
onto the ground floor and unlocked the 
main entrance. The transmitter was 
installed in the attic, along with a double 
cassette deck and mixer, ready for a 
live broadcast. The aerial ran from the 
back attic window to a tree at the rear 
and I could see that it was not long 
enough to do an efficient job but we 
hoped that the relatively high power of 
the transmitter would more than make 
up for that. It didn’t and we learned an 
important lesson: if you have got a nice 
high aerial with a good earth and the 
whole lot is resonant at the frequency 
you are using, then just a few watts of 
RF will cover a large area. But if you 
are dangling random lengths of wire out 
of your bedroom window, you might as 
well forget it. Raising the power will not 
help much and will probably flatten next 
door’s television and stereo. 

The night before the transmission, we 
sank a few pints in a nearby pub and 
then returned to the house to test the 
equipment. One thing I remember was 
that every time we turned the carrier on, 
the ceiling light in the ‘studio' lit up! 
This alone should have told us that 
there was more RF in the house than 
was being radiated. 

Early next morning, the transmitter 
was warmed up and taped music 
played while we checked the signal. 
Needless to say, it was not getting out 
too well as telephone calls to our friends 
across Manchester confirmed. The 
transmitter was checked for power 
output by connecting a 150 watt light 
bulb to its aerial and earth terminals. 
The bulb lit brightly. flashing 
rhythmically to the modulation. 
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Nothing wrong there and that is when 
we realised that we had not provided a 
proper earth. From somewhere came a 
long piece of bare steel cable, which we 
connected to the chassis of the 
transmitter. I grabbed the other end 
and ran down the stairs to the bathroom 
to hook up to the cold water pipe. 
Someone turned the transmitter on 
while I was half way down the stairs and 
I got a huge RF burn on the palm of my 
left hand. With the earth in place, 
reception improved but even then, was 
rather poor. 

We took turns in doing programmes 
but after a few hours, we decided that 
enough was enough and pulled the 
plug. We left the house, taking the 
equipment with us and just in time too. 
When we drove past, about half an hour 
later, the house was swarming with 
police! The transmitter lived to fight 
another day but mysteriously 
disappeared one Sunday after we hid it 
under a bath. It was put there because 
we had had a tip-off that the Evil Empire 
were on their way and when we went 
back, it had gone! We never got to the 
bottom of that.. .NEXT TIME: 

500 watts? That'll do nicely! ■

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Technical Talk

THE circuit on the other page is a stereo expander / compressor. 

IN USE 

In use, say between a mixer output and a tape deck, or between a 
tape deck and a transmitter input, it will give a near constant audio 
level over all ranges. If the audio input is on the low side, the circuit 
will expand it to a level preset by IC1. If the input is too high, the cir¬ 
cuit will compress it to the same preset level. This allows the input 
to remain at a near constant level. 

THE CIRCUIT 

The circuit is ideal for use with AM transmitters as it allows you to 
make full use of the RF power available. When using the circuit with 
an AM transmitter, you could be increasing your actual output by 
50%. 


When the circuit is connected to a transmitter, set your audio level to 
a little, less than normal. Connect your tape machine, or whatever 
you have, to the inputs of the circuit. Turn the input up and you will 
notice a point where the loud parts get no louder. This is the input 
level setting. Now set your audio level on the transmitter to the right 
level for normal broadcasting. Away you go! 

That’s all there is to it. If you experience any problems or want more 
information, contact PC and your letters will be forwarded to me. 

I hope that this and the last Technical Talk is interesting for you the 
reader. Judging from comments received to now, I think that my 
new column and the occasional features which I have written before 
are being well received. 

All the best from me for now and as I won’t be speaking to you 
before Christmas, please do have a very happy festive season and I 
wish you all the best for 1994.

HELLO for the second time here in Chris 
Feeny’s Pirate Thoughts in Pirate Chat. In 
this installment I want to give you some bits 
and pieces from Germany, then there will be 
an extended outlook about what you can 
expect to find in future issues of PC on my 
pages. Finally, there will be a special feature 
about one of the most interesting stations 
from Germany, Level 48 

OK, let’s start with the 'bits and pieces’ 
from Germany: 

Radio Perfect has recently changed their 
mailing address. They are now using the 
Venlo P.O. Box instead of the Wuppertal 
one. The station operator, Mister Charly has 
(old me that in some cases, letters that have 
been written to Radio Perfect haven't got 
through. 

One familiar name from Germany has 
disappeared. On June 13th 1993, the very 
Iasi broadcast from the West German Pirate 
Organisation (WGPO) took place. At the 
start of its life, the WGPO was a co-operation 
between four German pirates: Radio 
California. Radio Chaos, Radio Limit and 
Star Club Radio. The first three stations 
have long since closed down and so WGPO 
became sister station of SCR. The main 
reason for the final closedown is that Roy 
Clark, operator of both SCR and WGPO. 
wants to concentrate fully on Star Club. This 
is even more so following the raid on SCR in 
September 1992 which has left much work 
still to be done with the station to regain the 
status that the station originally had. 
Unfortunately, on the last WGPO 
programme, there was an error on the 
cassette deck so (here were a few heavy 
problems with the modulation. The WGPO 
was always a very good verifier and it Is 
interesting to note that a lot of the 
transmissions from this one were made on 
Saturday afternoons. 



some news about 
Free Radio 
publications from 
Germany: It is official that 
there will be no more PIN- 
Magazine anymore. This means 
that the issue from 
Seplember/October 1990 was the last 
one that was published by the 
Kurzwellenfreunds Wuppertal (the same 
organisation who runs the famous Wuppertal 
P.O. Box). There were always problems with 
the publication of this magazine, especially In 
the last few years. Sometimes, you had to 
wail two years for the next issue and nearer 
the end, rumours started to get stronger and 
stronger that things were going to 
permanently cease. There is however a 
consolation for all PIN subscribers. They all 
get the first issue of the old but new Radio 
News. The history of this begins in 1972. In 
Its first year of publication, RN was a 
newsheet but over the years, it has 
developed into a brilliant pirate magazine. 
Now in 1993, the FRN are back and in 
August, issue 43 was sent out. It contains a 
lot about Radio Caroline and Virgin 1215 but 
no real pirate news and in general, I think 
that the FRN are no real substitute for PIN. 
The next issue is nevertheless scheduled for 
Easter 1994. You can order your sample 
copy from: Radio News, Postfach 220342, 
42373 Wuppertal, Germany. 

OK, before I start the feature about Level 
48,1 want to give you an outlook about what 
you can await in the next few Issues of PC 
from me. Well, planned are other interesting 
flashback features about Radio California 
and Radio Joystick. There will also be 
special features about Radio Rabbit 
International. Radio Benelux and Wrekin 
Radio International. The last two were to be 
featured in this issue but for various reasons 
had to be postponed. As well as these. I will 
be taking a look at two books that were 
recently published in the USA. First, the 




annual Pirate Radio Directory and secondly 
Andrew Yoder’s 1993 Worldwide Pirate 
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Radio Logbook. Also in a future PC, I wilt 
investigate the happenings of March 11th 
1993. On this date, the so far last 
transmission of Germany’s most powerful 
pirate ever, Radio Gaixy, took place. In 
addition to all of this. I will of course give my 
comments about the current German pirate 
scene and if I receive any reader comments, 


I will discuss them on this page. So if you 
have something to say about Feeny's Pirate 
Thoughts, please feel free to drop me a line 
via the Londonderry address. 

As you can see, there is a lot in store for 
you readers so be sure to always purchase 
the latest Pirate Chat! 


O n now to Level 48 which was born at 
a meeting of eight different German 
pirates: Radio Rabbit International, 
Radio Universum, Radio Vanessa, Radio 
Benelux, PFBS, Sud West Radio, Star Club 
Radio and Radio Charline. There were two 
main reasons to start such a project. First, 
sometimes you could have had the opinion 
that in the Germany Free Radio scene there 
are only disputes and conflicts between the 
different stations - there have even been 
rumours of betrayals!. The operators 
therefore wanted to show that they could 
produce something together. The other 
main reason was that a lot of listeners 
assume that the various pirates work for 
themselves and have absolutely no contact 
with the other stations. Of course, this is not 
the case. In reverse, their support is huge 
such as with technical help. 

During the meeting of April 25th 1992, 
Level 48 was born. It was then decided that 
the first transmission would be on the 
weekend June 27lh/28th '92. It was planned 
to make a two day broadcast. Each of the 
eight stations that took part got a special 
schedule containing the time in which they 
would transmit a programme. Unfortunately, 
the condition on the bands were not In favour 
of Level 48 but nevertheless, about 90 
reception reports arrived at the Sciffweiler 
Box that was used for the very first 
transmission. 

On the next meeting, everybody was 
satisfied with the response so of course, the 
next big Level 48 weekend was planned. 
Sadly, the operator of Radio Charline had to 
drop out for private reasons and a new plan 
so had to be devised. 

The new plan declared that the next 
transmission date would be June 12th/13th 
1993 and that each station would have two 
hours for their programme. For the first time. 


it was decided that during the night hours, a 
frequency in the 75 metre band would be 
used (3910 kHz), Again, Level 48 had bad 
luck. Because of the rain, an error was 
caused by the transmitter and modulation 
difficulties occurred. But because every 
station used their own transmitter from a 
different site (due to security reasons), on 
Sunday morning, the different transmitters 
produced good signals throughout Europe 
on 6282 kHz. Again, the response was very 
encouraging and over 90 letters wei^e posted 
to the Venlo Box which is now Is use. 

Each correct reception report will be 
answered with a colourful QSL photo card, a 
personal letter and an info-sheet if you have 
enclosed return postage. 

You can also listen to the programmes of 
Level 48 via satellite! Every second Sunday 
you can tune to Intelsat 512 (1'’ West) and 
Intelsat 518 (18° West) to transponder 61 B 
and the sub-carrier of TVN (11,016 GHz / 
sub-carrier 7,74 MHz) and hear the various 
presenters in superb quality. However, 
because of the extremely low response to 
these satellite services, there are plans to 
slop them. Of course, there will still be Level 
48 transmissions on our beloved SW but 
future broadcast dates are presently 
unknown. 

Alright, that was the feature about Level 
48, hopefully giving you some information 
that you previously did not know. By the 
way, on the 2nd / 3rd October there was a 
Free Radio meeting in Burscheid (Germany) 
so perhaps some of the operators had a little 
chat about Level 48? Next time, I hope to 
have some more info about this gathering. 

Finally, I want to congratulate an old-timer 
in the Free Radio world. Radio Titanic 
International have just celebrated their 18lh 
birthday! All the best from my side for many 
more years on the air. ■

RADIO ABILITY can still be heard every 
Saturday from now 1200 on 6400 with pro¬ 
grammes aimed at the disabled. If you do write 
in to this station, you will receive, amongst other 
things, a recording of one of the shows. ADD - 
17 Barlborough Road, Clowne, Nr.Chesterfield. 
Derbyshire, England, S43 4RA. 

RADIO ARMADILLO are quite active on 40 
metres and during the last two months have 
been heard on a variety of Irequencles. The 
broadcast using 6210 on September 25th 
included some extracts from the Children’s TV 
show Rainbow - good stuff! The 17th October 
show was pre-recorded (or so it seemed) and 
was quite interesting. Thanks for the mentions 
Mr. Armadillo! I have recently received a letter 
from the station and found that I was the first 
person to write in. I even got a bag of sweets 
for my two letters! Only two other people have 
written to ARMADILLO. Some people have 
said to us that the station’s signal is not too 
good but this is not so surprising when you con¬ 
sider that only 15 watts is used into a longwire 
aerial at just ten feet above ground. Do listen 
out for this station though, on weekdays as well 
as weekends.

BALTIC COAST RADIO is Lithuania's first 
shortwave pirate station and hit 48 metres on 
September 19lh. This first transmission was via 
Sweden's HEAVY DUDE RADIO, for which let¬ 
ters were received from Latvia, Sweden, 

Norway and Germany. Station operator, Bobby 
featured a selection of rock music during his 
show and the next broadcast should be during 
November. ADD - P.O. BOX 493, 5802 
Klaipeda. Lithuania. 

BELGIAN INTERNATIONAL RELAY 
SERVICE is the station that can be heard on 
6239 most weekends with their own promotional 
programmes and relays of numerous other sta¬ 
tions. You always know it it is the SIRS that you 


are listening to because of the continuous polka 
music on the frequency! ADD - 7. 

RADIO BENELUX continues to be heard once 
a month with programmes at the top end of 41 
metres, on 7480. Signals here are fair and pro¬ 
grammes are quite worth listening to. ADD - 4. 
RADIO BRIGITTE are active on a regular basis 
using 45 metres, around 6555 as the primary 
outlet on Sundays and sometimes on 40 
metres, Saturdays as well. Signals do peak 
quite nicely here and I recently made a very 
nice recording of a programme on 6558. The 
operator of this station has a very distinctive 
voice and is the most regular Sunday morning 
Free Radio user of the 45 metre band. ADD - 
P.O. BOX 10. 7954 2G Rouveen. Netherlands. 
BRITAIN RADIO INTERNATIONAL at last 
made a much awaited broadcast on October 
24th. BRI celebrated their 13th birthday on this 
date in fine style on 48 and 41 metres. 
Programmes began at 0900 and lasted until 
1500. Six hours of broadcasting in a day which 
began tor Roger Davis at 0730 and ended some 
time into the evening. A long day indeed for the 
man who has run one of Europe's most well- 
recognised Free Radio stations since 1900. 
Everything started out in parallel on 6235 and 
7360 and at 1300, changed to 6230 and 7365. 
The programmes included a thirty minute look 
back at the voices that have beamed through 
the ether from BRI, a look back at previous BRI 
newsheets, magazines and stations Irom the 
80s and much more. I listened to quite a sub¬ 
stantial amount of the output on the 24th and 
enjoyed every minute. The signal on 48 metres 
came near to that of a local MW station and 
really did make BRI sound very nice indeed. At 
last Roger, it was good to hear the belated pro¬ 
grammes! It was intended that the celebrations 
should be aired back in June but due to one 
thing and another, including poor conditions, 
they were postponed. BRI is now back with us 
though and the next broadcast is scheduled for 
November 28th when amongst other things, 
Steve West’s Radio File will return. ADD - 1 -^3. 
RADIO CAROLINE is now back to regular 
weekend programming, following some weeks 
of absence. Programmes, all recorded on 
board the MV Ross Revenge, are aired with 
time-checks, on 6295. 
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Sunday mornings see Ihe airing of The 
Foundalion of Human Understanding with reli¬ 
gious based output. The CAROLINE Newsbeat 
sheet is available once again, through Horizon 
Sales. ADO - P.O. BOX 963. London, England, 
SW20 8XL. 

CHANNEL EUROPE have recently received 
about 50 letters for two relays that have been 
made. The majority of these were for the 
broadcast of September 12th which was aired 
by one of Holland’s powerful stations. The 90 
minute programme featured a variety of music 
in beautiful quality. AH the station operator has 
to do now is sit down at his typewriter and reply 
to all of his letters' ADD - 4 / SRS. 

CITADEL RADIO INTERNATIONAL from the 
Midlands who claim to operate lo their local 
area on 106 60 MHz (nothing heard by any of 
our reporters), have been active via Ihe BIRS 
during Ihe last couple couple of months. 
Programmes are quite good to listen to and this 
station is due to be active again during 
November on 6239. ADD - 7. 

CLANDESTINE LISTENERS CLUB 
GERMANY returned to shortwave on October 
24lh via RADIO ORANG UTAN. 6200 was the 
frequency from 1000 for the English language 
programmes. CLCG is the station behind 
TOM'S MUSIC RADIO and RADIO POPCORN 
which have recently appeared on the bands. 
These Iwo set-ups are the German branches of 
CLCG. ADD - P.O. BOX 540101, D-47151 
Duisburg. Germany. 

RADIO CTRYSTAL has been active once again 
on 48 metres with QSO contacts. This station, 
broadcasting from the south of England is often 
active on Sunday afternoons, just after OZONE 
has signed off.

RADIO TITANIC INTERNATIONAL celebrated 
their 18th birthday on October 31st via pro¬ 
grammes on both 6239 and 7484. The first 
channel gave excellent reception at our QTH 
and It was very nice to hear RTI back on the air. 

It was just a pity that I did not manage to hear 
more of the programme. It you do write in lor 
the broadcast, you should receive a specially 
produced celebratory booklet as well as the 
other bits and pieces! ADD" 4 
TOM’S MUSIC RADIO is a service which has 
recently been causing confusion to many peo¬ 
ple, myself included. Well, I have been 
informed from the operator that this is the 
German language branch of CLCG. The fre¬ 
quency on which to listen out is 6200 via 
ORANGUTAN. ADD - P.O. BOX 540101, D- 
47151 Duisburg. Germany. 

TRANSATLANTIC RADIO from the 
Netherlands are using just 10 watts on 48 
metres which is surprising to learn, considering 
the signals that we have received from the sta 
lion For the very first broadcast some monlhs 
back, an amazing 50 letters were the result* 

This IS a superb amount during current times 
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The laclic employed by this station to give such 
good signals is a very efficient aerial system. 

This always makes the difference and 
TRANSATLANTIC’S inverted V dipole at 22 
metres above ground sure is working well. 

Tests have recently been carried out on 6266 
and 6201. in addition to the usual 6241. The 
best frequency for us was 6201 although 
ORANG UTAN were on the channel at the 
same lime which made things a little difficult. 
Listen out for this station on the third Sunday of 
the month which is now to be the regular broad* 
casting slot. ADD * P.O. BOX 4427, 3006 AK 
Rotterdam, Netherlands. 

RADIO USA have been relayed a few times 
recently via the SWEDISH SW RELAY SER¬ 
VICE on 76 metres. The crazy programmes 
from the team are quite interesting to listen to 
and much different from the typical European 
style of shortwave Free Radio output. ADD - 
P.O. BOX 109, Blue Ridge Summit, 17214 PA, 
USA. 

VOICE OF THE GOUTSUFFERERS from 
Scotland who were aclive with a special 
Halloween transmission and a superb signal on 
October 31st, have recently dropped us another 
letter: 

‘1t‘$ lime for another VOGS update. I'm in jail 
at the moment cause sonny boy from Pirate 
Crap shopped me up and I cant afford bail 
cause I put my bail money on a horse and it 
lost. Anyway. VOGS is under control from a 
guy called the PK (Proklamier). He's a mad 
man so don't give him any of your crapff I 
should be out in time for CImstmas/New Year 
so it looks as if 1994 will not be your lucky year. 
The folk from Burroo keep hassling me cause I 
haven't had a job since 1976 They tried to put 
me on a re-start but I told them to shove off.. I 
was a production assistant but they want me to 
take a job as a gardener. I don't have a garden 
■ only a window box but that is full of empty beer 
cans." 

Well thanks very much Mr. McPhee and do 
have a very nice Christmas from all of us here 
at Pirate Crap! AD - c/o Fat John’s Stall. The 
New Market. Kent Street. Glasgow, Scotland. 
WAVE RADIO INTERNATIONAL from Sweden 
is still active with broadcasts primarily on 76 
metres. The power output peaks at around 150 
watts with a general output of roughly 100 
watts. The antenna used here is a German 
quad which gives very good results. On 
October 15th, a special 35 minute programme 
was aired on 11 MHz. the frequency on which 


St. Helena had been operating. The WAVE 
aerial used on this occasion had been especial¬ 
ly constructed and took one week to build! ADD 
SRS. 

RADIO WAVES INTERNATIONAL, as publi¬ 
cised in tfie last PC, will be celebrating 10 years 
of broadcasting, during November. 

Celebrations will take place under the WORLD 
COMMUNICATION SERVICE ID and will take 
place on 41 metres and 25 metres. Additional 
relays may be carried on 48 metres and via 
GREEN MUSIC RADIO from Russia, on 76 
metres. ADD - 3. 

WEEKEND MUSIC RADIO made an early 
morning lest transmission during September, for 
which. 300 watts was used. This resulted in a 
very encouraging response but apart from this 
broadcast, little else has been happening with 
WMR. September 26th saw Jack partake in a 
QSO on 6275 and 6255 and although only 40 
watts was used, it sounded more like 400! 
October 24th also saw Jack come out of hiding 
and he was active for around an hour on 76 
metres while on the 31st, LWR’s Bill Lewis was 
in the studio presenting a live programme with 
Jack. On speaking to the man himself recently, 

I have found out that the usual Christmas festiv¬ 
ities are planned from WMR. Jack will hopefully 
be active on December 25lh and 26th. Pre¬ 
recorded programmes should be aired through 
the night on 76 metres and of course, the excel¬ 
lent live broadcasts will lake place on 48 metres 
during the daytime. ADD - 6. 

WEST AND NORTH KENT RADIO have 
recently been active using around 5 watts while 
mobile. Yes. WNKR is the UK’s first mobile SW 
pirate, in the true sense of the word, Dave 
Marlin has been airing programmes while dri¬ 
ving along, using an aerial of around one metre 
length on the back of his car! I recently saw the 
set-up which Is quite impressive. Perhaps a 
new trend has been started because RADIO 
DELMARE of the Netherlands has also been 
doing exactly the same thing. The WNKR radio- 
car is quite impressive and as well as being 
able to transmit while in transit, Dave can also 
receive shortwave pirates by means of a con¬ 
verted CB receiver. This is quite amazing and 
reception with such a small unit and aerial is 
astounding! ADD - 4. 

WORLD’S GREATEST ANORAK 
STATION is now running a schedule of every 
fourth Sunday, following the original ambitious 
goal of broadcasting every week. Programmes 
which are of various types, including Andy 
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Walker’s Free Radio Show, begin on a Friday 
night and run through the weekend until 
Saturday night. All is on tape from WGAS and 
signals are very good throughout Europe. 
Modulation has recently been improved by 
WNKR’s Dave Marlin and this is noticeable and 
now gives the station a very good sound. This 
station, as well as airing their own productions 
are available for relay purposes which might be 
of interest to various of our readers. WGAS 
relay costs are as follows: 

For relays starling Friday evening / Saturday 
morning - £7.50 per hour. This includes a 
repeat every four hours throughout the day and 
night. £15 for two hours, repeated every two 
hours. 

For relays starting Sunday morning going 
through until Sunday evening / Monday morning 
- £5 per hour, repeated every four hours. £10 
for two hours, repeated every two hours. 

All programmes should be recorded non-com- 
pressed and on good quality tape. For return of 
tapes, enclose an extra Cl from the UK or 2 
IRC/$2 from elsewhere. Overseas money 
should be paid in the form of an international 
money order. ADD - 3. 

RADIO WITHOUT BORDERS 
INTERNATIONAL have been reinstated with 
their 150 watt transmitter after it was taken dur¬ 
ing a police raid on July 10th. The station oper¬ 
ator has not been charged with any offence and 
the only costs have been for an attorney!

XENON TRANSMITTING COMPANY after 
having made a few tests recently, was heard 
with a fully programmed broadcast on October

grammes with more of a speech content than 
music, was heard talking about UFOs, amongst 
other things. Quite an interesting programme 
and a beautiful signal and modulation! ADD - 4.

THE Dutch MW pirates are conning 
quite nomadic in their quest to find 
alternative frequencies to combat the 
ever increasing interference problems 
from morse, telex etc. Ship to shore 
communication has also recently 
worsened on 183 metres which has 
come as a bit of a blow to the 
Dutchies. 

182 metres has now become a pop¬ 
ular choice, especially around 1645 
kHz. Pedro has even been up as 
high as 1662! This new frequency 
range gives you the opportunity to 
use a wide filter for hi-fi reception. 
Frequencies above 1643 are fairly 
clear of interference but by no means 
totally free of it. 

The real surprise has been the use 
of the in-band 1409 kHz, providing 
good reception here in Preston during 
the late afternoon and early evening. 

There is some excellent, dare I say 
it (!), legal, in-band MW DX to be 
heard from North, Central and South 
America just recently. Conditions are 
getting better every day as we 
approach the sunspot minimum. 

Unfortunately, trying to convince 
some people that you have actually 
heard such DX can be more difficult 
than the actual reception. Even QSLs 
from these stations are viewed with 
some scepticism. One top MW DX 
club recently said that they are for 
'novelty' value only. My dictionary 
defines 'novelty' as: small, cheap and 
not very useful. I sometimes wonder 
if my 30 years of collecting these has 
been worth all the cost and effort!! 

Anyway, back to the real concern of 
our magazine and the pirates! 


Regulars on ±1400 kHz now are: 
Pepper, Karel Doorman, Hennie 
Veldwijk, lender Harry, Nova 4, 
Blauwe Piraat, Rode Rover, Meteoor, 
Ijselstein, Magneet etc. I've even 
heard Karel Doorman at 1430 UTCI! 

New stations noted on the 183 
metre band recently include: 
Wadloper, Vrije Vogel, Nachtegaal, 
Nachtwaker, Thais Lands De Weg, 
Bad Company, Vader Abraham etc. 

Oh, I forgot to mention to keep a 
check on 1409 kHz. Some unusual 
relays have been heard from Radio 
Nova 4. Some rare QSLs are possi¬ 
ble from such relays as there are not 
many Dutch MW pirates doing this. 
The big Barones has also been test¬ 
ing on this channel and trying out 
1440 kHz after RTL has signed off at 
2300. Keep an ear out on this one. 

The unfortunate victims of recent 
PTT raids, forcing them off air 
include: Flandria, Studio 4, Radio X, 
Carolina and once again, our old 
friend Herman the Noordzee. 

However, knowing the determina¬ 
tion of the pirates, it would not sur¬ 
prise me if some of them are back 
already! 

OK, that’s all for this month. I’ll see 
you in January and end by wishing 
every single one of our readers a very 
happy and enjoyable Christmas and 
all the best lor 1994. Let’s have a 
look at what's been happening on the 
bands...

R adio Utopia has become a regular 
and much liked friendly Dutch 
pirate. One would not perhaps 
believe that Wim, the operator started 
his Free Radio career way back in 1971 
at the age of just 16! During the past 22 
years, he has also been known as The 
Red King, Floris 5 and Studio 4. 

The first transmitter used was home¬ 
made as was the next, which of course, 
contained the much acclaimed 807 
valve! Wim has also been active on FM 
in past years and in 1987 began 
transmissions with an illegal CB radio. 
Broad-casting in SSB mode, he made 
contacts all over the world. Now 
though, as we all know, Wim is active 
from the East Netherlands on MW. 

After suffering problems when he first 
hit the air, everything now sounds fine 
and the output power of Radio Utopia is 
around 500-600 watts which beams out 
quite nicely to Europe. You will always 
know that you are listening to Radio 
Utopia because of the non-stop 60s and 
70s music. At present, the record 
collection stands at around 400 singles 
and 50 LPs but Wim is forever building 
up this collection and hopes to get 
together as much music as possible. A 
wide selection of jingles are now being 
played on the station and programmes 
are mainly in English with announce¬ 
ments in Dutch, French and German. 

The best reception reports that Radio 
Utopia has received to dale, have come 
from the northern part of Finland and 
Russia which is quite impressive. 

As well as transmitting programmes, 
which always end with Telstar’ from the 
Tornadoes, Radio Utopia is also a fairly 
active QSO station. You are likely to 
hear Wim chatting away at any time, 
usually on 1636 but sometimes on 1640 
as well. 


The station receiver is a very old but 
very good Blaupunkt-Granada on which 
reception from many pirates is possible. 

Married with two children, Wim is now 
38 years old and a very obliging person. 
He will do anything for his listeners and 
enjoys nothing more than to broadcast 
Into the night on 183 metres. Of 
course, one thing that might match his 
love of broadcasting is the drinking of 
strong beers which is also a favourite 
pass-time! As well as this, Wim also 
likes to make his own wine from rose¬ 
hip, strawberries, blackberries etc. 

Other hobbies of this famous pirate, 
include fishing, stamp collecting and 
listening to the radio in general. 

Working in the Sales Promotion and 
Public Relations department of a 
factory, Wim Is able to make countless 
QSL cards, stickers, posters for both his 
own and many other stations and even 
material for PC and the DPRS. 

I actually met Wim during my trip to 
the Netherlands in July and as I 
expected, he is a very nice chap. 
Listening to him on MW is now an even 
greater pleasure than previously and I 
know that many Free Radio fans In 
Europe regard Radio Utopia in the 
same way as myself.
